Owing 


to the continued desertions from the 
ranks of the mechanics and laborers, 
tho amalgamated leaders are becoming 
alarmed, and the meeting yesterday 
was for the purpose of bolstering up 
the weak-kneed ones. Newspaper men 
were ordered to leave tho rink be- 
fore the meeting opened. 
Over 
1,000 


men were present. E. W. Brown, a 
Btrtklng mechanic, 
presided. 
Davi! 


Lynch, a member of the advisory com- 
mittee; John Kllgammon, Jerry Daugh- 
erty, W. F. Roberts, Jolm F. Fierce 
andW. A. Farney, Amalgamated as- 
sociation officials, addressed the meet- 
Ing. They pleaded earnestly with the 
mechanics and laborers to remain firm 
as the Amalgamated association was 
sure to win tho present fight. Each 
speaker was warmly applauded. 


A committee consisting of four steel 


workers reported that through tho 
courtesy of Superintendent I'otter they 
had made a trip through tho Carnegie 
mill yesterday. 
The ahalnniui In submitting his re- 


port said there was no «SR denying the 
fact that the company has over 1,000 
men at work. "But they are making 
very little progress," said tho speaker 
owing to the want of skilled steel 
workers. We found a few experienced 
rollers at wo.'k, and two or three plates 
were turned out while we were In tho 
mill. We Investigated the report that 
some of the nonunion men were lold up 
with smallpox and found it untrue. 


The report, especially that part re- 


lating to the company making very lit- 
tle headway, was received with cheers, 
and the men of the mechanical and 
labor departments assured the Atnalga- 
mated leaders that there would be no 
further weakening. 
President William Welhe, of 
tho 


Amalgamated association, at tho con- 
clusion of the meeting said: "Weiire 
BoInK to win this light oven if all tho 
1 aborcrs and mechanics desert us. Tho 
company needs practical steel workers, 
and without them they will be unable 
to operate tho mill." 
Superintendent Potter stated last 


night that fourteen of tho company s 
former employes returned to work yes- 
terday and nil told, nearly 300 men 
were added to tho force yesterday. 


The striking mechanics and laborers, 


to the number of nearly 300 held a 
meeting last night. The principal ad- 
dress was made by Mr. T.ynch, of the 
Amalgamated association. He called 
upon the mechanics and day-laborers to 
stand shoulder to shoulder, In order 
that the amalgamated might win tho 
fight. He scored those mechanics who 
have returned to work, saying that it 
would be but a short time until they 
would be driven from 
Homestead. 


Lynch also paid his respects to H. C. 
Frlck In a way that brought out shouta 
of applause. At the 
conclusion of 


Lyncn'B second address, those present 
pledged themselves to remain loyal to 
the Amalgamated association.

W Mansfield, who testified to seeing 
the workmen shoot at the Plnkcrtons In 
thel* barges, the witnesses subpio naed 
have grown wary, and while all admit 
seeing or hearing shooting, none will 
swear who the guilty parties are.

number of Homestead physicians arsd 
the undertakers who had charge of the 
remains of Morris and Silas Wnln were 
called, but told nothing of Importance. 


Elmer Beale was the lastwltnosi. and 


although guarded in what he sold gave 
some Important testimony. He stated 
that h» was aroused on tho morning of 
July » by th« blowing of a whistle and 
heard shooting. Afterward ho wont to 
the river bank with about 500 others 
and heard more 
firing.

the firm. These young men were 
vouched for by Gen. Allen C. Fuller 
and numerous men of 
wealth and 


financial influence. They opened ac- 
counts with the Central Trust and Sav- 
ings bank, the Globe national bank, 
the State Bank of Chicago, the First 
national bank and the 
Milwaukee- 


avenue state bank. Immediately they 
deposited checks, drafts, etc., which 
have since been found to be fraudulent, 
and later drew out the cash. 


By collision with Bartels the great 


ran of tho paper was dumped on the 
Central trust savings bank. The sys- 
tem that was developed was the work 
of months. The teller, in the absence 
of the cashier, certified all paper, and 
tho forged drafts, checks, etc.. were 
only deposited when the higher officials 
of the bank were out. 
The same system was played on the 


Globe national, it is said, although 
Vice-President Stone was not in the 
city yesterday to affirm or deny th 
statement. It la now learned that th 
plotter. Intended to pull all <he banks 
they hod deposited money with into 
their net, and then bteak up and clear 
out. However that may be, the paper 
came to protest too aoon to admit ol 
more extended fraud, and the ring was 
brought up with a round turn. The 
amount the Central trust and savings 
bank found itself short was nearly 
<50,000. 
The bank officials had taken every 


precaution to secure themselves, for 
while they had been compeled to ac- 
cept the forged poper of their custo- 
mers, they were suspicious early In the 
ramc.

Handlad in a Masterly Manner by the 


Chief Apostle of Protection Before 


the Largest Audience Ever As- 


sembled in the State. 


BEATRICE, Neb., Aug. 8.—The largest 


audience that ever assembled in Ne- 
braska to hear a political speech gath- 
ered at the Beatrice Chatauqua (grounds 
to hear Gov. McKinlcy yesterday. Uni- 
formed republican clubs fromsoutheast- 
ern Nebraska and northeastern Kan- 
sas were out In force, and in the parade 


ittt escorted Gov. McKinley from the 
lotel to the Chatauqua grounds were 
early 2,000 members of marching 
Inbs. An audience of 1,500 people 
istened to the governor's speech which 
was heartily applauded alkali points. 
Vhen the governor appeared on the 
datform the applause was tremendous 
,nd lasted fifteen 
minutes. 
When 


silence was restored Gov. McKinley 
spoke as follows: 


Gov. McKinley devoted the opening 


portions of his address to a criticism of 
the democratic tariff plank, and to a 
defense of the constitutionality of pro- 
tective legislation, quoting Jefferson, . 
Madison, Jackson and other early dem- 
ocratic authorities. 
"Tho constitu- 


tional question is dead," said the speak- 
er. "Itlstha threadbare objection of 
tho democratic party to every good 
measure, and it Is the objection they 
offer when every other falls." 


Gov. McKinley accused Mr. Cleveland 


of joining the calamity choir, and after 
quoting Mr. Cleveland's utterances on 
the present tariff, made in his speech 
in Madison Square garden accepting 
the nomination for the presidency, the 
speaker continued as follows: 


"Mr. Cleveland, I fear, has not con- 


sulted the markets since 1890, He had 
in mind the campaign prices then pre- 
vailing and seems not to have been ad- 
vised of what has occurred since. _Mr. 
Cleveland had not then read the report 
of the senate ocommittcc appointed 
to Investigate tho effect of the new 
tariff law upon the consumer and pro- 
ducer and upon the wages of labor, 
I commend the careful reading of that 
document to the distinguished gentle- 
man with the hope that he may correct 
the error into which he hail fallen, ana 
•with that rueged honesty which his 
friends ascribe to him, publicly pro- 
claim the wrong he has done to truth, 
and tho folse impression he hal made 
of the legislation of his own country. 
The result of the investigation, which 


has been most careful and scrutinizing 
and absolutely nonpartisan, shows the 
decline in the retail price of 814 se- 
lected articles of comfort and necessity 
to be .64 of 1 per cent less by one 
method of computation and 1.8 per 
cent less by another, since September, 
1891, than during the months preced- 
ing, and covered by the investigation. 
This would seem to dispose of Mr. 
Cleveland's assertion that tho tariff has 
increased prices to the consumer, and 
leaves his statement devoid of that es- 
sential element of strength-truth. 


After making a long argument to 


prove the claim that protection In- 
creased wages and lowered the cost of 
living Gov. McKinley turned his at- 
tention to the effect of the tariff upon 
the farmer. Protection was of as much 
benefit to the farmer as to any other 
class, he said. It {made a home de- 
mand for his pro duct*, and home con- 
"umers were better than foreign con- 
sumers, because tncy were nearer the 
field of production. Millions of dol- 
lars of farm products were sold In our 
industrials centers which would not be 
raised at all but for the d^tod M- 
mode. Tho American farmer ima oo, 
SoOOOOof the most profitable consum- 
ers'on tho globe. The new tariff law 
gave them exclusive control of tWs 
market, and encouraged industries 
which would increase the number of
